Dirt Eaters 


The practice of eating earth is not 
confined to any race or region of the 
world. In America, several tribes of 
Indians of the northern as well as 
of the southern continent, are given 
to using earth as food. Different 
varieties of clay seem to be preferred. 

The Pawnee Indians used a yellow- 
ish clay, which they shaped into little 
balls that were allowed to dry in the 
air and were then slowly roasted at 
the open fire. When the clay attain- 
ed a red color the balls were remov- 
ed, moistened with water and eaten. 
These clay balls were especially liked 
when served in connection with fish, 
and seem to have promoted digestion. 

The Timmeh Indfans, of the Mac- 
kenzie river used to resort to earth as 
food in times of famine, They dug 
out the clay found in hollows along 
the banks of the river. In prosper- 
ous years they chewed the clay as a 
delicacy, ‘The Apaches mixed pow- 
dered clay in their meal before making 
this into their rude loaves of bread. 

The Indians in the uplands of Bol- 
ivia ate a light clay that is nearly 
white in color; this they used either 
raw or in the form of cakes of var- 
fous shapes, which were sold in the 
market places. 
& sauce with the clay; this they ate 
with boiled potatoes, 

Among the negroes of the Guinea 
coast, as well as amo%g those in West 
Africa, the eating of dirt is very com- 
mon. The natives of the Soudan dig 
thelr favorite clay from between lay- 
ers of sandstone in the banks of the 
rivers. The natives of Java prepare 
their cakes of clay containing ochre. 
These are sold in the public markets.

TO MAKE SHIPS ROLL 


Gyroscopes on Lake Boats Might Pre- 
vent Their Freezing 


Most novel of all the applications 
of the gyroscope that have been pro- 
posed in the last few years is the 
use of a pair © mighty gyroscopes to 
make a ship roll, so that in passing 
through icefieldy it will not ‘freeze 
tight. The possibility that this will 
make traffic possible on the Great 
Lakes during the winter has been 
suggested amoag_ ship engineers, 
though there are other di.ficulties to 
eee lake traffic besides lake freez- 
ng. 

On the ear ferry Ashtabula, which 
operates on the lakes such a pair of 


mer A. Sperry, the leading authority 
in America on this peculiar force, and 
the inventor of the gyroscope com- 
passes that are being supplied to 
many ships of the navy. The appar- 
atus on the Ashtabula serves the 
double purpose of restricting or dl- 
minishing the rolling of the vessel 
when the water is rough, and of caus- 
in> rolling when water is quiet and 
th re is danger that the vessel may 
be caught in the ice. 

The big gyroscopes are yiaced low 
in the vessel, and with their attach- 
ments, weigh fifty-one tons. Not much 
power is required to <eep the heavy 
wheels revolving at high speed; and 
so long as they are revolving the roll- 
ing of the vessel is controlled. A 
very tensitive pendulum automatical- 
ly manages the big wheels. As the 
pendulum swings it causes the big 
gyroscopic wheels to turn slightly in 
such a way es to diminish the ship's 
rolling; or if jit is desired to meke the 
ship roli the pendulum can be made 
to swing—and, in turn, this will move 
the gyroscopes and make che vessel 
roll. 

Mi. Sperry believes the method of 
controlling the rolling of a ship by 
great tanks of water on the deck so 
connected that the water flows from 
on to another at the desired moment 
is not a satisfactory solution, for he 
has discovered thac the rolling of a 
ship in a heavy sea is not regular, 
It will start at a slight degree and 
then work up to a heavy roll, reach- 
ing the climax in perhaps a dozen 
swings, then diminish again to the 
slighi rolling. By the use of the pen-

EXPLORING THE PALATINE HILL 


Prof. Boni Describes Temples Discov- 
ered Under Rome 


The 2666th anniversary of the foun- 
;dation of Rome was celebrated this | 
year by Prof. Boni who lectured on} 
his recent excavations on the Palatine. 
|The objects of these excavations, 
which were started a year ago, is, 
| twofold, the exploration of the origin- 
{al structure of the historical hill on 
which Rome was built and the discov- 
ery of traces left by its earliest inhab- 
jitants. 

The results so far obtained may be 
briefly explainet as follows. By 
means of deep borings reaching down | 
to the original rock of the hill three 
separate series of pits or cellars of un- 
known ancient temples were discover- 
ed and the development of the dwell- 
ings in different periods could be fol- 
lowed from the rough huts of tke 
first inhabitants to the humble houses 
fof the early republic, which were 
| gradually transformed and enlarged 
} until they were changed to the pal- 
atial mansions of the empie. Prac- 
tically every building on the Palatine 
}was erected over edifices of earlier) 
| periods. In the basilica of tue Pal- 
jace of Domitian traces of un exedra 
| built by Nero were found, and under- 
}neath were the piscina or water tanks 
| divided into five compartments, which 
| cut through tke walls of a republica’ 
house with frescoed walls. 
| In the vestibule the fcundations of 
the imperial throne were discovere«c 
| cutting through the walls of three 
‘palaces built ‘n different periods o/cr 
a republican house richly decorated 
| with rare marbles. Stull deeper 
down the favissae or pits of ancient 
temples were found, with traces of 


| broken pottery identified as dating 
{from the fifth century, B.C. ‘The ex- 
| plorations carried on in the house 


of the Flavil are of the utmost im- 
} portance for the topographical study 
}of the Palatine Hiil, and although no 
| Breat discoveiy of statue and works of 
art has been made, since everything

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SENATE WILL APPROVE THE 
PENDING PROTOCOLS 


U.S. Senate Expected to Ultimately 
Approve Extension of Treaties With 
Foreign Nations.— The Panama 
Tolls Question Again, 


Washington, D.C.—Adminjstration 
circles are apparently confident that 
the senate ultimately will approve the 
protocols, providing for extension for 
five years of special arbitration treat- 
fes with various nations, in spite of 
the spposition which bas rrevented 
ratifeation up to this time, The op- 
position has been based largely on 
the contention that renewal of the 
treaty with Great Britain might com- 

el ihe United States to submit the 

anama case to arbitration, and state 
department officials are said to have 
urged that senate members eventually 
would be obliged to see that renewal 
of the treaty could have no bearing 
on this subject. 

It is pointed out that ‘ir Edward 
Grey, the British foreign minister, in 
his note of protest, presented last No- 
vember, when che old treaty was in 
force, expressed for his government 
perfect readiness to submit the ques- 
tion to arbitration. Therefore, it is 
contended, if the United States is 
bound by treaty to agree to arbitra- 
tion, its obligation is just as binding 
now as it could be §2 the new con- 
vention were entered jnto. The pro- 
tocol for the extension of the treaty 
with Portugal, which expires next 
November, is now being drafted, and 
Secretary Bryan announced that it 
would be signed soon by the Portu- 
guese minister and himself, 

An interesting question has -arisen 
as to the responsibility for the next 
move in the negotiations between the 
United States and Great Britain over 
the canal tolls questior. The last 
note was presented by Ambassador 
Bryce February 27, and that official 
evidently regarded it as demanding 
a reply. However, state department 
officials, taking note of the ambassa- 
dor's preliminary statement that his 
majesty’s government are unable be- 
fore the administration leaves office | 
to reply fully to the arguments con- 
tained in your despatch of the twenty- | 
eeventh ultimo, are awaiting that ful- 
ler reply. 

If this position is maintained, the 
next step in the negotiations probab- 
ly will be postponed until the return 
to Washington next fall of the British 
ambassador, Sir Cecil Spring Rice, 
who is now in the New Hampshire 
mountains. 


FREIGHT RATE ENQUIRY | 


Federal Commission Proposed to In- 
quire Into Alleged Exorbitant 
Charges 


Ottawa, Ont.—The alleged exorbi- 
Yant freight rates charged by Atlantic 
steamship companies, which was 
brought to the attention of the gov- 
ernment during the past session by 
Mr. Arthur Meighen is likely to be 
made the subject of an inquiry by a 
federal commissicn to be appointed for 
that purpose. 

Figures supplied by Mr. Moighen, 
showed an alarming increase in freight 
charges during the past few years 
while in the cost of transportation to 
the steamship companies there is be- 
lieved to be but slight advance. A 
monopoly which absolutely controls 
and dictates unreasonable rates, is 
hinted at, and it is this feature of the 
question that the government will in- 
quire into, 

The bringing of the Atlantic steam- 
ship companies under a commission 
that would be vested with powers sim- 
jlar to those possessed by the railway 
commission in relation to the railway 
companies and railway freight rates 
js being strongly advocated. 

Such a commission would, however 
have to be international in character, 
as Great Britain and the United 
States as well as Canada, are inter- 
ested jn the question of rates on the 
Atlantic.

Minneapolis, Minn.—Dr. W. J. 
Mayo, of Rochester, Minn., will be 
made a Fellow of the Royal College | 
of Surgeons of England, and will re- 
ceive one of the greatest honors that 
can come to a surgeon, the news of 
the arrangements for the conferring 
of the honor having been received by 
Dr. Mayo in Minneapolis while at the 
meeting of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

Dr. Mayo, who only recently return- | 
ed from Germany, will leave Roches- 
ter July 23, and will spend only three 
days in London. lle goes for the 
International Congress of Physicians | 
and Surgeons in London, and while 
there will deliver a lecture on ‘Can- 
cer of the Stomach.’ ‘Thereafter he 
will receive the degree from the Royal 
College of Surgeons. Dr. Mayo also 
carries the F.R.C.S. of Edinburgh.

HONORING EMP 


Berlin Strects Crowded With Ga 
Crowds, Celebrating Kaiser's Sil-

Berlin.—Emperor William's silver 
jubilee, which has filled the Berlin 
streets with the greatest, gayest 
crowds of celebrants ever seen in the 
capital, reached its climax with visits 
from the aliled sovereigns and closed 
with a gala dinner which was fol- 
lowed by a picturesque torcl-light pro- 
cession of students. 

The empress, although somewhat 
taxed by the continuous festivities -be- 
ginning with Princess Victoria Lou- 
ise’s marriage, was nevertheless pre- 
sent. The King of Saxony proposed 
a toast to the emperor, who replied 
with grateful acknowledgement of the 
loyal aid that has always been granted 
him by his brother sovereigns. 

Torchlight processions started at 
9.45 o’clock and occupied an hour and 
a quarter in passing. The students, 
mounted, in vehicles and afoot wear- 
ing the vari-colored caps and_ rib- 
bands and the picturesque insignia of 
their corps, paraded past the castle, 
on the balcony of which were seated 
the emperor and empress and other 
sovereigns. The cheering was un- 
ending and the emperor bowed smil- 
ingly and saluted continuously. 

The day of the people, in the cele- 
bration of the completion of 25 years 
of reign by Emperor William, was suc- 
ceeded by that of Allied sovereigns 
of the federated states of the empire 
who, including the mayors of the three

Montreal.—A board of inspectors of 
all grain passing through the port of 
Montreal will be established in Sep- 
tember if the grain commission, 
which sat in the board of trade build- 
{ng acts upon the recommendation of 
@ delegation headed by Jas. Carruth- 
ers, and representing practically the 
entire grain shipping in this port. 
Prof, R. Magill is chairman of the 
commission assisted by J. B. Jones. 

The European buyers of Canadian 
wheat contend the local shippers are 
perfectly willing to buy Montreal in- 
spected wheat at the same price as is 
now obtained by shipping with Fort 
William inspection via American 
ports. The onlv interests who raise 
an objection to inspection at the ship- 
ping port rather than at the Lake ter- 
minals are the western producers, who 
are said to be suspicious of mixing 
and adulterating of the class ‘Al’ 
grade if the grain is inspected in the 
east. This suspicion, Mr. Carruth- 
ers declared to be entirely unfound- 
ed. There had been cases, he affiirm- 
ed, where by carelessness in the ele- 
vators at the western lake terminals, 
Manitoba wheat of the first grade had 
been mixed with grades from the 
United States. The European buyers 
were the ones who had suffered as the 
local shippers had been able to show 
clear inspection certificates from Fort 
William, Mr. Carruthers maintain- 
ed that if these consignments had 
been re-inspected {in Montreal the 
mixture would have been discovered 
before they had sailed for the British 
ports. 


TUNNEL CONTRACT AWARDED 


Foley Bros., Welch & Stewart Will 
Construct Double Track Tunnel 
In Selkirk Mountains 


Montreal.—J. D. Sullivan, of Win- 
nipeg, chief engineer of western lines, 
announces that the contract for the 
double track tunnel through the Sel- 
kirk mountains, which will be five 
miles in length, has been let to Foley 
Bros., Welch & Stewart, of Vancouver 
who are the lowest tenderers. 

When this tunne? is built, and the 
line changed on each side of it, there 
will be but one stretch of two point 
two grade against the west bound 
traffic from coast to coast. This tun- 
nel will shorten the line by four and 
a half miles and will reduce the ele- 
vation that trains are required to be 
lifted now by 640 feet, and it will save 
2,400 degrees of curvature, which is 
equivalent to nearly seven complete 
circles. 

This tunnel will enter the Selkirk 
mountains on the east end jn the val- 
ley below Bear Creek station on the 
present line and will come out at the 
loop. 

Mr. Sullivan also announces that it 
has been decided to electrify the line 
between Castlegar and _ Rossland, 
starting the work at once.

EXPEDITION OFF TO NORTH 


Explorer  Stefansson’s Government 
Party Given a Splendid Send-Off 
at Victoria 
Victoria.—The Karluk, with the 
Stefansson expedition on board got 
away on June 17. At 10.30 in the 
morning the Karluk turned within 
the naval yard 
wharf, where his honor the lieutenant- 
governor, and Sir Richard McBride 
boarded the vessel for the purpose of 
wishing God-speed to the members 

comprising the expedition. 

The Karluk cruised in the harbor 
during the morning, adjusting com- 
passes and at 3 p.m. cleared for the 
north. The pilot who had the honor 
of taking the Karluk out was Captain 
Joseph Gosse, an old Newfoundlander, 
who will see the exploration ship as 
far as Cross Channel. 

There was an interesting conversa- 
tion aboard the Karluk when a deputa- 
tion of civic dignitaries composed of 
Mayor Morley and a number of alder- 
men presented four Canadian flags to 
the Captain of the vessel. 


Mr, Stefansson was charged with 
the safekeeping of the flags which 
will be planted on any land that 


comes within the British empire, as 
the result of discovery made by the 
expedition, 

No ship ever sailed from Victoria 
that carried a more varied cargo. 
In addition to the heterogeneous heap 
of nutritious foods and miscellaneous 
equipment necessary for an expedition 
of this character, there are stowed on 
the deck of the Karluk huge piles of 
overflow supplies. 

In the words of Captain Bartlett 
there {s every conceivable thing from 
a pin to an anchor including three 
hundred tons of supplies that have 
been hustled aboard the Karluk, with- 
in the past few days. In addition to 
the 150 tons of coal stored away be- 
low decks the vessel early this morn- 
ing completed taking aboard an addi- 
tional fifty tons of fuel on deck, which 
will be consumed during the passage 
of the vessel from Victoria to Nome. 

Mr. Stefansson was banquetted by 
Sir Richard McBride and members of 
the provincial government. Sir Rich- 
ard McBride presented the explorer 
with a piece of plate in commemora- 
tion of the departure of the expedition. 

Captain Bartlett said that it was not 
only possible but altogether probabie 
that the expedition would return to 
civilization via Melville Sound, Lan- 
caster Sound and Baffin Bay.

Since then the crop damage news 
has had to be extracted from days of 
hot and dry windy weather which we 
have had over the spring wheat 
country. While we haye had some 
days that have been seemingly unfav- 
orable and would be very hard on the 
crops if continued for a few weeks, 
these have been relieved by good 
showers in some districts and the un- 
favorable weather has neither been 
severe enough nor has it lasted long 
enough to do any real damage. In 
fact it is a question if the heat has 
not been an actual advantage. As 
happeng every year there are districts 
where conditions are less bright than 
in others, but taken on the whole we 
venture to say the crops in Western 
Canada are in a normally promising 
condition for the date of season and 
the same may be said for the crops in 
the spring wheat States of Minnesota 
and the Dakotas, and now today, al- 
though up to the time of writing rain 
has not fallen in Winnipeg, we have 
reports of good rains during the past 
twenty four hours all over our West- 
ern Provinces, and in North Dakota, 
and the weather is cool and cloudy. 
Outside of the weather changes over 
the spring wheat country there has 
been little attention paid to other 
matters connected with the trade, The 
primary receipts in the United States 
are daily much larger than they were 
a year ago and from July 1si, 1912, to 
June 14th, 1918, aggregate the very 
large total of about 248,000,000 bushels 
against only about 195,000,000 bushels 
for the same period jn the previous 
season. The United States visible 
supply amounts to 32,951,000 bushels 
against 26,368,000 bushels at same 
date last year. The world’s visible 
supply at the 1st of June amounts to 
196,713,000 bushels again:t 187,416,000 
bushels one year ago. From the Ist 
of July last year to the 13th of June 
this year the aggregate world’s ship- 
ments from exporting countries to 
importing countries has been 641,- 
496,000 bushels againct 626,078,000 
bushels for same period in the prev- 
ious season an increase this year of 
116,418,000 bushels. These figures 
taken along with the world’s visible 
supply which fs only slightly in ex- 
cess of a year ago, help to show a 
large increase in the absorption of 
wheat most of which has doubtless 
gone into consumption, alihough part 
may have gone to replenisn invisible 
stocks in the hands of millers and 
merchants, The crop. situation in 
Europe and America shows really no 
change on the week. Harvest is over 
in Texas and Oklahoma and 1{s_ ad- 
vancing in Kansas and Missouri, Il- 
linois and Indiana and any day now 
we may hear of the first car of new 
wheat arriving at Kansas City or St. 
Lows. Harvest has begun in south- 
ern Europe and latest reports from 
Europe including Russia are very sat- 
isfactory. 

Our Winnipeg market has been quite 


firm during the week although com-j| 


mercial demand either for home mill- 
ing or for export has been moderate. 
The price of the contract grades ow- 
ing to the congestion of our July fu-
